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SUMMARY OF THE RAINFALL AND METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, DURING THE MONTH OF JUNE 1889. 


Tur mouth of Juno is, from a meteorological point of view, almost the most important 
month of thy whole year in Bengal, for it is in this month that the south west monsoon 
usually establishes itself over the province, and generally over the greater part of Northern 
India. Tho caso of the setting in of the rains at tho beginning of June has been discussed 
in the monthly reports of previous years, and it is therefore not necessary to repeat this 
description. It has also been pointed out that the rainfull in the south-west monsoon is 
not duo to a perfeotly ateady and continuous action, but that. if ooeura rathor asa series of 
waves or valelinan a strong wavo of rainfall Leing followed by a period of comparative 
calm and absence xf rainfall, and it is during tho latter that frequently small barometric 
depressions or cyclonic storms are formod, generally over the sea area, and which, after 
developing for a few days, advance over the land, bringing heavy rainfall to the districts 
through which they pass. With reference to these storms, it may also be suid that the 
longer the period during which they are forming, the move intense they will be. So far also 
as has boon ascortained up to the present time, it would appear that, during a comparatively 
woak monsoon, the periods of comparative cessation of rainfall aro more frequent and are of 
longer ‘uration than during a monsoon of normal strength, and thus weak monsoons are 
frequontly characterized by the number and comparative intensity of the cyclonic storms or 
barometric depressivus which visit the land, while during years when the monsocn is equal to 
or above its normal strength, these storms ocour but seldom, and they are of little intensity. 

The distribution of the normal rainfall in June is toa certain extent similar to that of 
April and May, but much heavier. ‘Tho lines of equal rainfall run noarly north aud south 
through the provinces, the heaviest fall oocurring in East and parts of North Bengal and the 
smallest in the western parts of Behar. In the former districts rainfall varies from 25 to 35 
inches, while at Buxar it is less than 5 inches. 

Tho most importaut meteorological features of June are, thorefore, the date of the 
commencoment of the south-west monsoon, its strength, tho area over which it acts, the ovcur- 
roues and parts of oyelonic storms, and the amount and distributioa of the rainfall. 

Meteorology of the month, —In tho oarly put of the month nutuerous signs appeared of 
tho early approach of the monsoon, rain was falling steadily in Assam, and the area of rain- 
full was gradually extending over Kast and North Bengal. In eonsequenos of the high 

yroasure In the north-eaat corner of tho province, and the aeat of lowest pressure being over 
South Bongal, the monsoon current received u decided deflection to the west, and in vonre- 
yuonce a slight depression with cyclonic cireulation formed in the north-west corner of the 
Bay. tho first symptoms appearing about the ’th. The wind velocities at the coast stations 
romainod light throughout, and stormy weather never camo far norch, but the disturbance 
is of importance us causing the commencement of the rains all over the provinos. 

Small storm of the first half of the month —The depression begau to show signs of forming 
onthe Sth, but remained unchanged till the (th, when the fall of the barometer on the Orissa 
const with a general rise olsowhore, and the cyclonic circulation showed that it was intensifying. 
The storm, however, did not much further develop. A slight fall took place, and the centre 
being then near the coast, it was found to consist of more than one small whirl in tho area of 
low pressure, Ono of there passed mland ou the 10th between False Point and 8augor Island, 
alter which it fillod up, moving in a north-westerly direetion. The second of these centres 
reached tho coast on the Lith, and was then controlling the light winds which were blowing 
over the whole provines. On the following day it was over the contre of Bengal, moving in 
a north, north-ensterly direction, passing between Bogra and Mymensingh ou the 13th, it 
reached the hills on the following day, giving low preesures over North Behar and part of North 
Bongal. Though stormy weathor did not acegmpany the depression, yet over the Bay 
to the south of the area where it developed, strong winds wore blowing as shown by the 
observations supplied from tho logs of vessels passing through on tLe 9th or 10th. A wide 
area of low prossure remained over Bengal. 

second depression from 16th to 19th.— While pressuro still remained low over the 
part of Bengal, a further intensification commeuced in the north-east angle of the Bay. The 
resulting depression was very feeble and badly defined, but was accompanied by a distinet 
eyclonio circulation. On the 17th the contre of wind circulation was near Jessore, but the 
ventre of lowest pressure was seurcely distinguishable. A rapid rise of pressure took place 
to the east, aad the low-pressure area moved rapidly towards Central Eoaie. This 
sion which had existed for some days over Bougal had an important influence on the reine 
fall, as it diverted the weetorn monsoon current 10 the east to auch an extent that decidedly 
Sosterly winds blew over the greater part of Bengal and Assam for several days after it 

ed up. 

Third devression from the 24th to 28th—A general fall of preasure occurred on the 
24th, and « depression appeared in the north-west angle of the Bay, acopmpanied by s 
fairly complete cyclonic circulation of light winds. It intensified on the 25th and. 
2th, aud had then become a small, well-defined etorm near False Poict. It crossed: 
the coast between False Point and Balasore during the night of the 26th, and on the 
following moruing was to the west of Balasore, after which it moved away in 9 north-weaterly’ 
direction. These storms have all been peouliar, in that they hove had very little influence’ 
in strengthening the winds in their immediate neighbourhood. The wind force at all the 
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coast etations, while the low-pressure area was stil] over the Bay, was very small, but further 
south decidedly strong winds with atormy weather prevailed. After the last one passed inland, 
a gale of wind blew at:Gopalpur and along part of the Orissa coast for some time, but the 
‘weather was never seriously disturbed at head of the Bay. ‘This is shown in the table 
giving the average actual and normal wind velocity per day. The only stations where the 
variation is at alla large excess are Gopalpur, Diamond Island, and Akynb, and iu a less 
degree False Point :—

The influence of these small storms on tho rain distribution has been very decided. With 
the inward movement of the first, the area of hoavy rain gradually extended from Hnat and 
North Bongal to South-West Bengal and Orissa. Tho monsoon broke in those districts 
about the 1th, and in Behar a day or two later, though rain did not become general thero till 
after a few days. Up till the !5th rain in Behar oontinued to ba in defect. As before 
mentioned, the high prossure which obtained in North Bengal during the first wock had a 
decided influence in giving a westerly movement to the mousoon current during the second 
week, and this resulted in some of the eastern districts revoiving less than the normal full. 
The districts where rainfall has heen most decidedly in dotect are on the eastern sidv of the pro- 
vince, South-East Bengal and Chittagong, and tho extrome north-east corner. This defect may 
be partly due to tho influx of the west coast monsoon, whieh took place after the filling up of 
the second depression, but that it is partly duetothe westerly dotlection of the Bay current 
is shown by the table of wind velocities, where the stations reporting defective wind 
velosity are all on the enst side of the province. On the commencoment of the depression in 
the north-east corner of the Bay the westward get ceased, and the current blowing on the 
Burmah and Arakan coasts passed along the cast side of the province, but the weatern current 
which shortly afterwards flowed in, gave very heavy rain over the greater part. of Bengal. 
During the short interval between the forming of the depression and tho setting in of 
westerly winds there was partial cossation of rain. Scarvely any break ooourred during the 
fhterval hetweon the second and third depressions, but on the 25th rainfall was generally 
lighter. With the filling up of the last depression the Bay ourrent again flowed freely over 
the whole province, and gonerally hoavy rain continued till the end of the month. 

Pressure—Has been in excess during the ssa part of the month. Atthecommoncement 
the highest pressure was in Orissa and North Bongal, and thore was a largo exocss in Assam.

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Rainfall.—As stated above, rain has been rag! and fairly continuous in Hast and North 
Bengal from almost the beginning of the month: The extension of the monsoon from Assam 
to these districts was followed by almost general rain during the latter half of the second 
week of the month. Up till then, however, only light showers had fallen in Behar and 
Chutia Nagpur. After that heavy rain fell everywhere, and only a few stations have received 
less than the normad, while in many there has been a large excess.

In the above table where the rainfall is given as a percertage of the normal in each 
district for the first six months of the year, it will be seen that those for North and South 
Behar are most in excess, and that the fall for June is generally larger, the smaller the fall was 
during the previous three months. The smallest is in East Bengal, where rain has been in 
defect for the last six months. The heavy falls in Behar during the latter half of June have 
caused an exoess of from 30 to 40 per cent. as compared with the total fall for the year. 
With tho exception of Chutia Nagpur and Behar, there is still a defect in every district. 

Though a large average excess appears in all districts for June, a large portion of the 
south-easteru part uf Bengal, Chittagong and the north-east corner of North Be are in 
defect. At Fenny there is a defect of over 12 inches, at Chittagong 65 inches, and the area 
of defective rainfall extends along the Sunderbuns, almost os far as the Mutla river. 
Backergunge and Furreedpore have received an average excess of about 4 inches. Almost 
all stations in Balasore are in defect from 1 to 4 inches, and in Cooch Behar and part of 
Western Duar large defects occur varying from 1 to 9 inches. In some other districts 
there are areas of defective rainfall, but only slightly so, except at Chanchal, where the defeot 
is more than 7 inches. The largest actual excess falls are in the north of North Bengal, over 
the hill districts, the Terai and Julpaiguri ; in East Bengal, Cuttack and along a narrow 
strip of country extending from Kandy in a south-wosterly direction into Chutia Nagpur. 
As compared with the normal falls, the excess in North Behar is large over the greater part 
of the district, varying between 5 inches and 10 inches. Some of the more important excess 
falls are Khatra 11-5 inches, Dacca 10-5, Jamalpore 12:5, Netrokona 19:6, Nattore 11-4, Rung. 
pore 108, Kissenguuge 15°6, Godah 9°3. The falls in Pooree and Cuttack vary frem 4 
inches to 7 inches from the normal over the greater part of the districts. 

The largest falls have been in Rungpore, Julpaiguri Duars, and Mymensingh ; Netrokone 
reports 38, Dewangunj 3, Thakurgaon 35, Julpaiguri 33, Bhogotpore 38, Mickligunge 36:7, 
Buxa 37°7, Siliguri aud Darjeeling 31, Kissengunge 30, and Kurseong 337 inches. 
falls in Behar vary from 6 inches at Gopalgunge to 30 inches at Kissengunge, but generally 
lie between 10 and 15 inches. In South Behar falls are nearly all between 10 and 19 inches, 

_but a few are under 5 inches, Mohania 2°80, Aurungabad 4, and Daudnagar 42 inches. The 

largest in South Behar is 16 inches at Godah. Tn Chutia Nagpur, excepting Chyebasea, 
Jhalda and Chas, which report about 16 inches, falls are all about 10 inches. In the southern 
districts of North Eengal falls lie between 10 and 20 inches, and to the north between 25 and 
35 inches. In East Bengal the falls are very uniform, generally not differing much from 20 
inches. In South-West Bengal and Orissa, with the exception of Balasore, where some 
stations received less than 5 inches, the falls are generally between 10 and 15 inches. 

The following table gives full data for the comparison of the actual and the normal rainfall 
of the month of June in all districts of the province. The figures are derived from the a 
and actual rainfall of the rain-recording stations in each district, due allowance being 
for the area which each station represents. This gives a more accurate average than the arith- 
metical means given in the weekly and monthly meteorological tables. The first oalamn

The Hon. Str Henry Harrison said—As no amendment has been moved, 
I would ask Your Honour for leave to move that the Bill be passed. 1 may add 
that the Lill has been before the Port Commissioners, and has been considered 
by them, and that they have no objection to offer to it. The only remark 
they made was thut the Bill contained no stipulations regarding repayment of 
the loan; but as it is only a permissive Bill, enabling the Port Commissioners to 
lend, and as they in lending will be ina position to make their own stipulations 
for repayment, it was agreed amongst them that this was no difficulty in the 
way of the passing of the Bill. If no objection be raised, 1 would ask for leave 
to move that the Bill be passed. 


His Honour tre Present said—I think the motion is quite within the 
hon. member’s power to make. The rule says that if any amendment is made, 
so that the Bill does not stand as it passed through Select Committee, then the - 
Council will have to adjourn and hold a separate mecting to pass it, but if no 
amendment is made, the Bill may be passed at once; so that 1 see no objection 
to the hon. member’s proposal. The motion before the Council, therefore, is 
that this Bill be passed. 

The motion was put and agrecd to. 


MAHOMEDAN BURIAL BOARD. 


His Honour the President said—I hope to be able to bring the Mahomedan 
Burial Board’s Bill before the Council on the 13th, that is, the date before 
which, under the orders of the Government of India, I vas not at liberty to | 
proceed with it, because, after the alterations introduced by the Select Com- 
mittee, it was, in the opinion of the Government of India, necessary to refer it 
to the Secretary of State for formal orders. The 13th is the date on which the 
two months required for the referenco will expire, and therefore I shalt not be 
able to proceed with it before the 13th.

The Report of the Sanitary Commissioner, Bengal, for the year 1888. 
Read also— 
The Report for the previous year, and the Resolution recorded upon it. 


The Report is submitted by Dr. W. H. Gregg, who assumed charge of the 
duties of Sanitary Commissioner on the 25th August 1888, in succession to 
Dr. Lidderdale, who has retired from the service. Drs K. P. Gupta and 
D. D. Gunningham were in charge of the department for six and three weeks 
respectively. Under the orders contained in the Resolution of the Govern- 
ment’ of India in the Home Department, No. 28—1579-95, dated the 15th 
July 1887, the Vaccination Report, which had previously been incorporated in 
the Annual Report of the Sanitary Commissioner, has been excluded from 
it, and will in future be submitted trienmially. The prosent report, therefore, 
deals only with the following heads:—“ Vital statistics,” ‘‘ History of the chief 
diseases,” ‘‘ Sanitary works, civil,” and ‘ Personal proceedings” and has been 
condensed into 34 pages. ‘Ihe statistics upon which the calculations contained 
in the report have been based are taken from the census of 1881. as it is consi- 
dered that the enumerations of that year and of 1872 do not afford sufficient 
data for framing an estimate of the increase which has taken place since 1881. 
The Liéutenant-Governor doubts whether this plan is likely to be less mislead- 
ing than the adoption of an arbitrary figure as the estimated annual standard of 
increase between one census and another. 

2. Registration of Births.—Births were registered in 134 towns containing 
@ population of 2,615,716, against 100 towns with a population of 2,311,531 
in 1887. There was a slight improvement in the average birth-rate recorded, 
which rose from 19°35 per mille in 1887 to 20°63 in the year under report, but 
the figures for individual towns show that little real improvement in rogistra- 
tion hasbeen effected. In 27 towns the rate recorded was below 10 per mille, and 
in 43 towns it ranged between 10 and 20 per mille. In Jhalokati, only two 
births were recorded during the year, in Muktagacha only 4 births, and in 
Jehanabad only 12 bitths. The highest results were returned by Jamalporo in 
Monghyr, Doomka, Pubna, Khulna, and Bhabua, in all of which the recorded 
birth-rate exceeded 40 per mille. The excellence of the results which have 
been dbtained in all the municipalities in the district of Monghyr shows clearly 
how great an improvement mph be effected by the exercise of more care and 
attention on the part of the local authoritics, and the Lieutenant-Governor 
concurs with the Sanitary Commissioner that there is no reason why al] munici- 
palities in Bengal should not obtain equally correct results. 

8. Regigtration of Deaths.—The recorded death-rate during 1888 was 
22'94 against 23°46 and 21:60, the rates for 1887 and the quinquonnium 
1883—87 respectively. The rate in urban circles increased from 24:12 to 
2486, but is still below the average of the five years 1883—87, when registra- 
tion was in the hands of the police. In rural circles it fell from 23°44 to 22°87. 
The only districts in which any marked improvement in registration has been 
effected are Darjeeling, where the rate rose from 28°90 to 36°83, and Hazari- 
bagh, where it was 30°90 in 1888 against 26:20 in tho preceding year. In 24 
districts the rate increased as eg poe with the previous year, and in 21 it 
dittiinished, In municipalities the figures recorded ranged between 50°44 at 
Chyebassa and 6°67 at Ranaghat. In no less than 59 out of the 93 towns with 
& Population of over 5,000 for which statistics are given, rogisiration deteriora- 

ed, fn 41 towns the rate was below 20 per mille, while in only 19 did it rise
